from  papers  printed  in  the  Southern  Con- 
federacy— and  then  ask  himself  if  he  desires 
to  precipitate  Kentucky  intosecession.  Docs 
he  wish  to  visit  upon  his  family  and  friends 
the  horror3  of  anarchy  and  starvation? 
The  Aberdeen  (Miss)  Conservative  says: 
"We  attended  the  Sheriff'?  sale  of  Monday  last, 
and  wore  perfectly  astonishod  to  seo  such  a  sacri- 
fice of  property.  One  gentleman  actually  pur- 
obascd  one  hundred  and  sixty  odd  acres  of  land 
for  $40  ;  another  bought  a  half  interest  in  a  brick 
law  uffi;  for  $>0;  a  §125  buggy  was  sold  for  $30, 
and  other  proporty  sold  equally  low." 

The  Baton  Rouge  Daily  Advocate,  the  "of- 
ficial journal"  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
and  a  zealous  organ  of  secession,  gives  vent 
to  the  follow  ing  expression  of  popular  dis- 
antisfnetion  at  the  "usurpations"  of  the  Lou- 
iniiina  Convention.  We  quote  from  the  Ad- 
vocate of  (lie  20th  ult. : 

"What  has  occurred  within  the  past  ten  days 
to  weaken  tho  confidence  of  the  people  in  their 
representatives  ?  Why  i,  it  that  we  hear  words 
ot  indignation  from  nearly  every  lip,  and  see 
tin  in  iu  nearly  every  lace?  We  tell  members  of 
the  Convcntiou  that  these  things  are  true,  and 
we  hare  warn  them  agaiust  any  further  usurpation 
of  the  prerogatives  the  people  have  heretofore  ex- 
ercised through  the  General  Assembly  and  tho 
Kxecutivo  Departments  of  tbe  State. 

"The  inquiry  is :  'What  is  next  ?'  People  are 
seriously  beginning  to  ask  why  we  are  taxed  to 
support  tioo  Leniilaruret  T  Why  docs  not  the  Con- 
vention abolish  the  General  Assembly  or  dissolve 
itself  now  that  the  permanent  Constitution  bus 
beta  adopted  ? 

'•Again  we  earnestly  warn  and  entreat  them  to 
stay  turther  proceedings.  There  is  distant  thuu- 
der  iu  the  air;  its  muttering!  can  be  distinctly 
beard  from  all  quarters.  A  few  moments  passed 
among  the  memhors  of  tbe  Legislature — Seces- 
sionists loudest  in  expressions  of  indignation,  too 
— yesterday,  too  unerringly  iudicates  the  popular 
disfavor  which  tbe  Convention  is  arousing.  In 
all  honesty  aud  candor  we  advise  tbe  true  friends 
of  the  Confederate  Government — and  they  are  in 
the  majority— to'vote  an  Adjournment  as  speodily 
as  possible.  Every  hour  of  their  existence  as  a 
legislative  power  only  aervca  to  tncrese  tbe  popu- 
lar dissatisfaction." 

The  Atlanta(Ga  )  Commonwealth  lias  the 

following; 

"In  Georgia  aad  in  other  States,  conrentions 
were  called — for  what?  To  frame  and  adopt  a 
new  Constitution  and  organise  a  new  Government  ? 
No.  What  voter  last  January  dreamed  that  he 
was  to  be  hurried  so  swiftly  iu  the  direction  trav- 
eled ?  Not  one  in  a  thousand.  The  Conventions 
were  called  for  the  specific  and  only  purpose  of 
taking  the  States  out  of  the  Union.  Yet  dele- 
gates were  sent  to  a  General  Convention,  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  State  Conventions,  where 
a  Constitution  was  formed  and  a  Government  or- 
ganised. In  the  meantime  the  State  Conventions 
adjourned — and  were  called  upon  to  reassemble 
as  soon  as  it  was  probable  tbe  General  Convention 
would  adjourn.  The  members  of  the  former  dele- 
gated to  the  latter,  return,  and  everything  they 
have  done  is  indorsed  and  ratified  without  discus- 
sion even  in  the  Convention,  to  say  nothing  of 
their  not  condescending  to  submit  it  to,  and  discuss 
it  bef  re  the  people. 

"Tbe  conventions  were  elected  to  do  a  certain 
thing — to  do  that  and  no  more.  It  was  not  elect- 
ed to  frame  and  ratify  a  new  Constitution  inde- 
pendent of  the  people  or  of  their  will.  Acknowl- 
edging the  truth  that  the  people  are  tbe  source  of 
all  power,  they  pursue  a  course  which  practically 
belies  the  doetrine  by  assuming  themselves  to  be 
that  source,  or  as  having  authority  delegated 
which  was  not  delegated,  and  which  the  people 
did  not  intend  to  delegate.  But  if  Mould  not  do  to 
uuii  to  htar  from  tht  'crott-roadt  and  yroeeriet.' " 

The  Baton  Kouge  (Louisiana)  Advocate  is 
equally  emphatic  in  its  expression  of  dissent. 
In  an  article  devoted  to  a  general  review  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Convention  of  Louis- 
iana, it  remarks  in  opposition  to  the  cr» 
croachments  of  that  LoJy  upon  the  privi- 
li.zti  of  the  piopie: 

"No  more  tamperings  with  the  State  Constitu- 
tion will  he  tolerated;  nojnorc  interference  with 
the  usual  business  of  the  Legislature  will  bequiet- 
ly  and  silently  borne  by  the  people.  Expcrimcnt- 
iug  with  our  banking  institutions,  our  railroads, 
and  tbe  corporate  institutions  of  individuals,  by 
a  body  elected  to  consider  Federal  relations  alum , 
should  and  must  be  discontinued,  or  those  en- 
gnged  in  it  will  meet  a  fearful  condemnation  when 
they  lay  aside  the  robes  of  power  aud  retum  to 
tbeir  homes.  The  Oeneral  Assembly  is  the  tri- 
bunal to  which  the  people  look  lor  legislation  on 
matters  of  a  strictly  locul  character.  That  body 
is  elected  for  this  purpose — the  present  Conven- 
tion was  not." 

The  Ualeigh  (North  Carolina)  Standard 

has  this  hit  at  the  leaders  of  the  recession 

movement : 

"There  is  no  democracy  in  the  action  of  the 
eouthern  oligarchs.  The  people  were  ruehed  out 
e/  the  Union  without  the  privilege  of  being  heard 
at  the  polls;  and  in  Georgia  the  iden  of  the  peo- 
ple having  the  right,  in  the  last  resort,  to  shape 
their  own  destinies,  was  sneered  at  by  Toombs 
and  Cobb.  Such  things  cannot  endure.  A  re- 
vulsion will  take  place  sooneror  later,  which  will 
vindicate  the  majesty  and  power  of  the  people, 
and  sweep  the  oligarchs  lioui  the  lace  of  the 
earth." 

Such  are  a  few  of  the  many  evidences  of 
the  unpopularity  of  secession  where  it  is  be- 
ing endured.  The  people  will  not  stand  it 
much  longer.    Mark  that.

Fort  Sumpter  in  obedience  to  a  seeming  mil- 
itary necessity,  hut  if-  the  facts  were  as  they 
are  now  said  on  apparently  good  authority  lo 
have  been,  he  was  right,  perlectly  right  in 
that  matter, — however  wrong  lie  may  be  in 
others.  The  circumstances  of  the  case  are 
by  no  means  generally  understood,  but  they ,  ' 
should  be;  and  we  therefore  copy  the  follow-  k 
ing  from  the  Baltimore  American: 

Nearly  four  weeks  since  the  President  and  Cab- 
inet, on  the  representation  of  General  Scott,  deci- 
dod  to  evacuate  Fort  Sumpter  as  a  military  noces- 
sity — that  is  to  say,  tho  reinforcing  and  provis- 
ioning of  it  was  not  deemed  essential,  in  view  of 
the  cost  ofblood  and  treasure  it  would  require  to 
accomplish  the  purpose.  The  decision  of  tho 
President  was  communicated  to  Major  Anderson 
by  a. special  messenger,  with  instructions  to  open 
negotiations  with  the  military  authorities  lo  carry 
the  project  into  execution. 

These  negotiations  have  been  progressing  ever 
since,  and  the  numerous  messengers  that  have 


ewrftolidati'tn  frf  their  iniiriaturd  Confedera- 
cy; and  therefore  it  waa,  that,  when  they 
found  the  evacuation  proposed  from  Wash- 
ington, they  prescribed  conditions  which 
they  knew  that  no  government  on  earth 
would  be  so  mean  and  ppirillees  and  abject 
as  to  accept.  The  conflict  at  Charleston  was 
to  all  intents  and  purposes  forced,  literally 
forced,  by  the  Government  of  the  Confeder- 
ate States — forced  with  the  full  knowledge 
that  it  would,  and  the  full  intention  that  it 
should,  he  the  inauguration  of  a  terrible  and 
protracted  conflict  of  sections.  If  all  of  our 
i'ellow-citistcns  do  not  know  this  now,  they 
i  will  know  it  hereafter,  and  the  world  will 


been  passing  between  Charleston  and  Washington 
have  communicated  to  Major  Anderson  the  in- 
structions of  the  Government  and  to  the  President 
the  demands  of  the  authorities  of  the  Southern 
Confederacy.  It  is  understood  that  Major  Ander- 
son refused,  under  instructions,  an  unconditional 
surrender  of  the  fortress  to  the  Confederacy,  but 
proposed  to  abandon  it  with  his  garrisdn,  leaving 
the  fort  in  possession  of  a  corporal  and  two  pri- 
vates, to  protect  tbe  property  of  the  Government, 
and  leave  it  thus  to  await  future  events.  He  is 
also  understood  to  have  demanded  of  Gen.  Beau- 
regard that  a  pledge  should  be  given  him  that  no 
attempt  rhould  be  made  to  take  possession  of  it 
after  the  evacuation  of  the  garrison,  and  that  the

It  is  well  calculated  to  excite  the 
burning  indignation  of  all  parriots  every- 
where; and  yet  it  constitutes  no  justification 
of  the  act  of  President  Lincoln  in  calling 
out  an  army  of  75,000  men  for  the  invasion 
of  the  South,  an  invasion  which  he  must 
know,  unless  the  demon  of  insanity  has  ta 
ken  possession  of  him,  would  result,  not  in 
the  conquest  of  the  South  by  rlie  North,  but 
in  the  horrible  ruin  and  prostration  of  North 
and  South  alike.

as  was  done  at  the  Pensacola  navy  yard,  and  that 
a  formal  surrender  of  the  fort  should  be  made  by 
the  Government  of  tho  United  States  to  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Southern  Confederacy,  and  tho 
Confederacy  flag  of  ttven  ttart  ratessj  an  tin  fay- 
ttaff  and  eatuted. 

This  demand,  which  would  be  a  virtual  recog- 
nition by  tbe  President  and  Major  Anderson  of 
tbe  existeuce  of  tho  Southern  Confederacy,  was 
firmly  refu-ed,  and  tbe  decision  of  Major  Ander- 
sen was  subsequently  sustained  and  approved  by 
'ho  President  and  his  Cabinet.  Thus  matters 
stood  up  to  tbo  commencement  of  last  week,  when 
Gen.  Beauregard  intimated  to  Major  Andorsoo 
that  if  the  demaud  of  the  Confederacy  was  uol 
complied  with,  an  order  would  be  immediately  is- 
sued to  cut  off  all  further  communication  between 
the  fort  and  Charleston,  and  that  bis  regular  sup- 
plies of  marketing  would  be  stopped.  This  fact 
was  brought  to  Washington  by  Colonel  Lamon, 
as  the  ultimatum  of  tbe  Confederacy.  A  Cabinet 
meeting  was  then  called,  aud  it  is  said  that  the 
refusal  to  make  a  formal  surrender  of  the  fort 
and  the  loworing  of  tbe  tlag  was  unanimously  re- 
affirmed. 

Immediately  after  this  decision  orders  were  given 
lor  the  military  and  naval  preparations  that  have 
since  occasioned  so  much  excitement,  the  obje  -t 
being  to  use  them,  if  necessary,  in  relieving  the 
garrison  of  Major  Anderson  from  threatened  star- 
vation, and  maintaining  the  dignity  of  the  gov- 
ernment and  the  honor  of  the  Sag  in  Charleston 
harbor;  or  if  not  required  there  to  dispatch  the 
expedition  to  Texas  to  maintain  the  treaty  stipu- 
lations of  the  government  on  the  frontier,  und 
drive  back  the  Indiaus  and  Mexicans  who  are 
threatening  to  invade  the  State. 

In  the  meantime  Lieut.  Talbot  was  dispatched 
by  Major  Anderson  to  Washington  with  further 
information  as  to  the  coudition  of  affairs,  in  which 
rumor  says  that  Mnjor  Anderson  urged  tho  gov- 
ernment not  to  allow  the  flag  which  be  had  so  long 
maintained  in  the  face  of  his  besiegers  to  be  bum 
hied  as  they  required,  and  to  require  the  gallant 
men,  who  had  stood  so  nobly  by  him,  including 
the  mechanics,  who  could  ha\e  left  bim  if  they 
bad  desired,  lo  witness  the  humiliating  sight  of 
anj  flag  but  thai  of  tbeir  oouutry  floating  from 
tbe  battlements. 

This  dispatch,  tbe  last  from  Major  Anderson, 
was  received  on  Friday  evening  last,  when  orders 
were  sent  to  New  York  to  hurry  off  the  expedi- 
tion at  tbe  earliest  possible  moment,  and  its  des- 
tination fixed  lor  Sumpter.  Iu  the  meantime  in- 
Ibrinatit  n  was  received  at  Washington  that  Gen. 
Beauregard  had  notified  Major  Anderson  that  he 
would  be  allowed  to  receive  no  further  supplies, 
er  hold  any  communication  with  Charleston.  On 
receiving  this  information  the  President  dispatch- 
ed Lieut.  Talbot  to  Charleston  with  instructions  to 
Major  Anderson  to  notify  the  Confederate  author- 
ities that  the  government  proposed  immediate' v  to 
dispatch  an  unarmed  vessel  with  food  for  the  garri- 
son at  F  >rt  Sumpter:  and  that  be  was  in-trucud,  il 
the  r  >se!  should  be  fired  upon  to  return  the  fire  from 
Sumpter.  Mr.  Chew,  of  the  State  Department, 
was  also  sent  on  the  evening  of  the  same  day  to 
Charleston,  to  informally  communicate  with  the 
authorities,  and  inform  them  what  was  the  deci- 

ion  and  purpose  of  tbe  government  incase  Lieut. 
Talbot  was  refused  access  to  Major  Andersen. 
They  were  both  denied  the  opportunity  of  com- 
municating with  Fort  Sumpter. 

Now  upon  the  supposition  that  this  is  rrtte. 
as  it  certainly  is,  we  ask  any  and  every  gen 
ulne  man  to  say  whether  rhe  Administration 
■  nd  Major  Anderson,  if  they  had  complied 
with  the  conditions  prescribed  by  Gen.  Beau- 
regard in  behalf  of  the  Confederated  States, 
would  not  have  been  shamefully  and  basely 
recreant  to  every  consideration  affecting  the 
honorof  their  country  and  her  flag.  A  large 
number  of  our  respectable  fellow  citizens,  in 
a  call  which  they  made  yesterday  lor  a  pub- 
ic meeting,  took  occasion  to  applaud  the 
course  of  the  Southern  Confederacy  iu  regard 
to  Sumpter,  but  we  ark  whether  there  is  even 
one  among  them  that  would  not  have  regard 
ed  the  United  States  Government  ami  Mnjur 
Anderson  with  the  inlensest  and  fiercest  scorn 
if  thev  had  yielded  to  the  extraordinary  and 
most  insolent  requisition,  that  Major  A  ,  as  a 
condition  of  being  permitted  to  withdraw 
peaceablv  from  Sumpter,  should  not  only  pull 
lown  the  slar  spangled  banner  floating  over 
it.  but  raise  in  its  place  the  Southern  Confed- 
eracy's flag  and  salute  it.  Was  tint  this  a 
requisition  upon  the  Government  and  its  rep 
reseniative  officer  fur  the  sacrifice  nor  only  ol 
all  parrioiism  bur  of  all  national  character 
and  all  self-respect? 

Tis  strange,  'lis  passing  strange,  if  men 
calling  themselves  proud  men  and  patriots, 
living  nr.der  the  United  Stares  Government, 
recognizing  the  United  States  as  their  coun- 
try, and  owing  allegiance  to  its  Conarirution. 
can  be  willing,  merely  because  a  Republican 
lias  been  made  its  President  through  the 
agency  of  the  Secessionists  in  dividing  the 
Democratic  party,  to  see  the  star  spangled 
banner  struck  down,  stamped  in  the  mire, 
spit  upon,  and  insulted  in  every  conceivable 
way  by  their  country's  enemies.  The  time 
was.  and  certainly  not  long  ago,  when  every 
respectable  American  citizen  was  supposed

Letter  From  Gov.  Dixon  to  Mr  Crockett. 

S  B.  Gkev  Eaci.l,  April  15,  1861. 
Col.  John  W.  Crockett : 

DEAft  Sir  :  While  the  boat  was  lying  at 
the  whart  at  Owensboro,  I  learned  from  a 
gentleman  who  heard  your  speech  to-day. 
rhar  you  srarcd,  rhar,  in  rhe  speech  made  by 
me  ar  Henderson  on  Saturday  lasr,  I  said — 
"In  the  event  of  war.  rhe  rich  would  rake 
themsolves  and  families  our  of  rhe  Srare. 
and  that  1  would  do  so,  anil  leave  the  poor 
to  fight  the  battles ."  I  can  hardly  think 
yon  made  liiis  starement.  This  is  what  I 
did  say  :  "That  in  the  event  of  war  with  the 
Federal  Government,  the  rich  would  have 
rhe  means  ro  send  t heir  families  away  from 
the  scene  of  war  and  carnage,  but  that  the 
families  of  poor  men,  who  had  no  means  lo 
take  them  away,  would  have  to  suffer.  I 
said  rhar  I  would  send  mine  away,  bur  that 
I  would  remain  and  defend  the  soil  of  Ken- 
tucky and  the  homes  of  her  people,  and  if 
you  would  lead  in  opposition  to  Mr.  Lincoln 
and  his  Black  Republican  army,  I  would  fol- 
low you  lo  the  death,  and  il  you  fell  fighting 
for  Kentucky's  soil,  Kentucky's  people,  and 
Kentucky's  honor  and  rights,  I  would  stand 
as  a  rampart  over  your  dead  body,  and  avenge 
votir  death,  or  make  with  you  a  common  ami 
a  glorious  grave;  but  if  you  would  not  lead. 
I  would,  if  you  would  follow,  ami  we  would 
drive  the  enemy  back  or  perish  in  the  at 
tempt.  I  said  the  true  policy  of  Kentucky 
was  to  stand  in  rhe  Union  and  fighr  for  her 
righls,  thar  she  could  do  this  better  in  rhe 
Onion  rhan  out  of  it  That  war  having 
commenced  between  rhe  Government  and 
rhe  Southern  Confederacy,  it  would  be  a 
declaration  of  war  on  the  part  of  Kentucky 
against  rhe  United  Stares,  if  she  seceded  and 
joined  the  Southern  Confederacy.  Thai  she 
would  nr  once  place  herself  in  hostiliry  ro 
beraiater  Statea,  Ohio,  Indiana, and  Illinois, 
and  it  was  her  true  interest  to  cultivate 
friendlv  relations  with  them,  and  that  the 
safety  of  the  people  of  the  border  States  on 
both  sides  of  the  Ohio  river  depended  upon 
this."  Supposing,  as  I  think  1  have  a  right 
to  do,  that  you  did  not  intend  to  misrepresent 
me,  I  send  you  this  note  that  you  may  srate 
my  position  fairly.
